Victoria,  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, Empress  of  India  and  mon- 
arch of  a colonial  domain  Which 
extends  into  both  hemisphoroa  and 
into  every  zone  and  continent  upon 
B(,  the  earth’s  surface,  attain*  her 
n eightieth  year,  having  been  born 
jo  May  24lh,  1819,  and  succeeded  to 
the  throne  of  her  uncle,  William 
w IV,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1887. 

Dfl  To  this  remarkable  woman  It  ha* 
n.  been  given  to  reign  through  sixty- 
ID  two  years  over  one  of  the  greatest 
, nations  upon  the  planet  in  the 
most  progressive  and  enlightened 
|.  era  in  the  history  of  the  human 
] race.  In  hor  lifetime  the  dblirc 
c development  of  railways  has  00- 
j curred,  and  all  tho  manifold  eco 
d noinio  use*  of  electricity  have  beeD 
, discovered  and  brought  into  every- 
(j  day  employment,  while  in  her  four- 
score years  all  practical  science 
j ha*  made  more  ad  vancement  than 
in  all  the  other  sixty  centqries, 

R more  or  less,  of  reoordod  (Jme; 

. whilo  English  literatnre,  save  in 
r the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  has  never 
) shown  more  brilliant  and  distin- 
guished names.  Victoria,  although 
j eminently  devoted  to  peace,  has 
. »«en  her  victorious  arms  carrind 
, into  many  strange  and  far-off  labds, 
and  their  people  addod  to  tho  num- 
I her*  ol  her  subjects. 

Victoria  ha*  outlived  all  j-the 
monarch*  who  were  her  contem- 
poraries when  she  ascended;  the 
throne,  and  all  who  began  tojrnign 
between  that  year  and  1848.  J Of 
those  whose  reigns  began  later^jahc 
has  outlived  sixteen.  She  ha* 
been  contemporary  with  five  Sov-  , 
ereigns  of  Prussia,  four  each  of  V 
Russia,  Denmark,  Spain  and  Port 
ugal,  threo  each  ot  Sweden  |md 
Holland,  and  two  each  of  Austria 
and  Belgium. 

Martin  Van  Buren  was  President 
of  the  United  States  when  Victoria 
becamo  Queen.  She  ha*  outlived  ~ 
Van  Buren  aomathirly-seven  years 
and  has  maintained  relations  with  [>, 
sixteen  of  his  successors,  viz:  C!
